VINEYARDS 
BLACKENED RUINS 


Farmers Will bo Obliged to flow 


Up Their Vines ami Return 


to General Farming. 


NEW YOKK, May 13. — Reports from 


tuany Boctious of the atatu indicate that 
last night's froat 
did an immense 


amount of damage to growing vegeta- 
bles, crops and fruit. Telegrams from 
Dunkirk state tho entire grape crop of 
the Clmutauqua grape belt waa ruined. 
The loss is estimated at $1,500,000 in this 
belt. 


The Chautaunnti grape belt extends 


through Erie county westward to Erie. 
It occupies a strip from six to eight 
miles in width along the southern 
chores of Lake Erio. 


The number of acres bearing grapea 


last year wore 10,000. This year 35,000 
acres would have been in bearing. Tho 
vines were loaded with blossom buda 
lost evening, and today from ono end of 
the belt to the other the vineyards are 
nothing but blackened ruins, and have 
tho appearance of having been visited 
by fire. Three thousand six hundred 
cars were loaded from the belt last sea- 
son. 


At WeatGeld tho vines were entirely 


•cut down. Some growers will plow up 
their vineyards and return to the old 
atylo of iienenil farming. Ilrocktou, 
generally known as the center of the 
Chautauqua grape belt, is in mourning 
today. 
Nothing ia raised there but 


grapes and the frost last night cut them 
all down. 


Jerry Hickman, themilUonairegrower 


nnd wine manufacturer, Bays the loss, in 
the belt by reason by tho Jest ruction 
tioue to the grapes will reach at least 
42,000,000. liisovrn loss he estimates 
at $250,000. 


At ifredonia nothing of tho grape crop 


can lie saved. 


JJui'FALO, May 13. — Dispatches from 


all over western New York prove this 
section of the .state bus suffered from 
tho froat. Along the grape belt in Chati- 
taui]ua county tho grope growers state 
that the crop ts entirely destroyed. 


In Niagara county, where small fruits 


are frequently raised, there is n dispo- 
sition to take a gloomy view of tho rav- 
ages of. the frost, but conservative judges 
think the damage not general or severe. 
Next to grapes, strawberries have been 
more seriouly hurt. 


In Allegheny county the lowest tem- 


perature recorded was 20 danroej, and it 
is likely all kinds of fruit have been 
•damaged. 


Dispatches from western Ontario indi- 


cate that the temperature waa very low 
mid the ilmnngu perhapa very much 
heavier than on this side of tho border. 


Hi'Atn'A, Win., May 13.— Tho huiivy 


frosts killed all tho grapos in this vicin- 
ity. Of tho hundreds of auras of small 
fruits only nbout 10 to 16 per cent of tho 
strawberries were damaged. 


NKKNAII, Wis., May lit.— The snow 


storm last night1 destroyed numerous 
fruit trees in this vicinity. The snow 
was so wet that it caused limbs of trees 
to break off, and small trues were leveled 
to tho ground. Snow fell again this 
afternoon, but it was light. 


MILWAUKEE, May 13.— This evening 


the temperature has fallen, and there is 
every indication of another frost during 
thu night. Snow fell at Muni to woe, 
Madison, Ohippewa Falla, Oakoah, Ap- 
ploton, Wnnea, Palmyra 
and other 


planes in nearly every section of the 
state. 


Eitia, Pa., May 13.— The crape crop in 
this section will be a complete failure 
because of last night's frost. In this 
•county 4000 acrea of vineyards were de- 
stroyed, and in Obautauqua county, 
N.Y., nearly <>00i acres are ruined. 
These vineyards in good years net $160 
.an acre, so the financial' loss to the 
grape growers in the two counties will 
reach $1,500,000. 


PITTSIIURO, May 13. — This morning 


the thermometer in and about Pitts- 
burg marked HO degrees. Them was a 
heavy frost, and in many piaena Ice an 
«ightb of an inch thick waa formed. 
Most of the early garden truck and 
small fruits were destroyed. .Nearly all 
the apples are froat bitten. Reports 
from all over western Pennsylvania, 
eastern Ohio and West Virginia indicate 
that the frost was as severe there as 
here. 


FAimo, N. T)., May 13.— White froat 


waa general last night but little harm 
was dona. Corn and potatoes were hurt 
•some. Indications tonight are frosty. 


VALPARAISO, Ind., May 13. — The 


heavy storm today did a great deal of 
damage in this county. Snow fell this 
afternoon and it ia below freezing point 
tonight. Early fruit will all be killed.

WEEKLY CROP REPORT. 


Cherries Seem to Have Been the 


Most Damaged of Any Fruit. 


SACRAMENTO, May 13.— Director Ba:- 


wick of the California weather service 
in his weekly crop report ending on the 
J3th, summarizes as follows: 


The average temperature for the week 


ending May 13th was: For Fresno 72, 
Independence 68, Los Angeles (K>, Sacra- 
mento 70, San Francisco 36, San Luis 
Obispo 08, and San Diego 02. 


As compared with the normal tem- 


perature there was an excess of heat, as 
follows for the weather bureau stations 
named: Fresno 5 degrees, Los Angeles 
3, Sacramento G, San Francisco 8, and 
San Diego 12. The total precipitation 
was nothing. As compared with the 
normal there waa a deficiency of from 
.07 of an inch at San Diego to .71 at Eu- 
reka. This excess of heat and deficiency 
of moisture with an excess of sunshine 
and warmth haa been extremely hene- 
tici al to the crope. 


Haying was more rapidly advanced 


on account of tho huth northerly winds 
drying out the ground BO teams and ma- 
chines could enter the fields. It has de- 
stroyed the cutworms and also tho mil- 
dew on grapes and mat in the grain that 
made its appearance on account of loo 
much moist, cloudy and cool weather 
during the previous week. Haying is 
being rushed from one end of tho state 
to the other ami the crop is reported us 
good. 


Thu high winds damaged early fruit 


l>y whipping it off 
1 the trues, thereby do- 


ug away with thinning by hand. What 
fruit remains will no doubt mature 
inely. 


Cherries seam to have been tho most 


lamaged of any fruit. The general out- 
ook for fruit, for tho grain, hay, grapes 
and hops has been advanced by the 
beneficial weather of the week. 
Frosts are reported from Siskiyon 


xmnty, which may slightly damage tho 
rult crop.

BEGULATIONS 
NOT 
VACATED 


Life-Saving Apparatus of One Ves- 


sel "Sealed" Under tho Impres- 


sion It Was for Killing Seals. 


WASIUSHTOX, May 13.— Arrangements 


liave been effected between tho United 
States and Groat Britain in which Octo- 
jer ia aet as the time for the assembling 
in Washington of a committee to nego- 
tiate a treaty aa to claims of sealers on 
account of Behriog sea seizures. Dele- 
gates will come from Canada to meet 
;he authorities here. 


The report coming from Victoria that 


;he British government had vacated the 
sealing regulations because of the uou- 
jayment by the United States of the 
i425,000 claim for seizures, ia said to bo 
due to misapprehension. In viow of the 
act that the committee will meet in 
October to conaider these seizures, there 
would be, it ia slated, no present ground 
of complaint for nonpayment. More- 
iver, it is learned that the report from 
Victoria IB bused on a misunderstanding 
of tho word "sealing," which doea not 
apply to tho seal animals, but to the 
ocks or seals by which implements used 
n sealing tire locked up during the 
closed season. 


From authoritative sources the sub- 
tantial features of tho text of tho now 
Jrilieli regulations have been aecured. 
Last year n rule was made that sealers 
could go to Japan or other proximate 
orritory where a British consul or other 
ollices would seal up the ammunition, 
;utiB, etc. , used in sealing. Vessels 
utving arms thus sealed up were allowed 
o remain in Behring sea during the 
closed season. They wero not subject 
o search and seizure, aa tho seal on 
heir arms waa a guarantee that they 
vere not capturing fur-bearing animals, 
illt the British admiral ity has found 
hat this rule is impracticable. In one 
case a shipmaster concealed arms and 
waa using them in tho closed senson, 
although he had another set of arms 
ealed up as a guarantee against inBpec- 
ion. In another case the apparatus for 
ife saving waa sealed under the impres- 
sion it was for killing seals. 


Owing to these objections tho British 


minorities have determined to abolish 
his ono rule, but not all of them, and 
notice to that effect has been given. 
Tho effect has been to make it unneces- 
sary for vessels to go to Japan or else- 
where and have their arms sealed up 
luring the closed season. It in said, 
lowever, this will not permit British 
ihips to poach during tho closed season. 
The law against thia is in the British 
tatuto booka in the same words aa 
adopted by the i'arts court of arbltra- 
ion, 
The abolition of tho rule, it is 


aid, will nob permit tho violation of the 
aw aaiunst tho use of arms m tbo 
closed season.

NOTWITHSTANDING a report that the
